MRSe LUCINDA KING, MemboreaoteLar co. 

Born in Guildford,- England, Mrse King came to Honolulu as a girl and 
attonded Punahoue Sho wont on to Radcliff College for hor As Be, and later 
attended Western Reserve University School of Library Scioncee She has beon 
assistant librarian at Cooke Library of Punahou School since 1932, cxcept for 
the year 1936=1937, whon ehe was away at Library Schoole Sho has "filled in" 
at the Library of Hawaii during the simmor monthse She writes about her spo» 
cial fiold of interost: "I am more intcrosted if the cause of racial undors 
standing, and from that, possible harmony among nations, than in anything clsce" 
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MISS SUSAN TAYLOR, Member-at~Largo. 

Miss Taylor attended schools in Denver, Colorado, where she was born, and 
later in Portland, Oregone She frenkly admits that she was "the alternate hope 
and despair of her familye" As a child she read everything she could lay hor 
hands on and developed considerable prowess as a pole vaulter and broadejumper 
in “neighborhood embryonic Olympic teams3" Trained in the Portland Training 
Class under the expert tutclage of Miss Ethel Sawyer, she later became Senior 
Assistant in the Portland Public Library, and in successive years was in charge 
of childron's work in the East Portland, Belmont, Hawthorn and Rose City Park 
Branchese ‘She was active in the progrem of the Children's Section of the Paci- 
fic Northwest Library Associatione Since coming to Hawaii in 1937, Miss Taylor 
has been Senior Arsistant in the Edna Allyn Room of the Library of Hawaii and 
librarian of their Kaimuki Branch. In September of 1941 she assumed hor present 
position as Suporvisor of Work with Girls and Boyse Intverosts include music, 
house decoration and gardening.

Mrse Faulkner wos born in Church's Ferry, North Dakota, and attended the 
University of North Dakota, the University of Hawaii, whore she received hor 
Be Ae, and the George Peabody College for Teachers Library Sthoole She has 
held positions as teacher, supervisor, end librarian in various schools in North 
Daxota and Honolulu and at present is Librarian of McKinley High Schoole Sho 
belongs to the Oe Eo Ae, tho He Ee Ae, the Ae Le Ae, ond the H, Le Ae She says 
that she especially enjoys reading (particularly social sciences and fiction), 
"cetaloging with plenty of analytics," plays, movies and music, among othor 
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WRSe ELOISE WINSTEDT, Publicity Chairmane 
Born in Honolulu, Mrse Winstedt attended Punahou, the University of Hawaii, 
and the University of California School of Librarianship at Borkcleye ‘She worked 


at the Library of Hawaii, first in the Edna Allyn Room for Girls and Boys, and 
later in publicity and poster worke For several years sho conducted a colum, 
"The Field of Children's Books," in the Honolulu Star-Bulletine She resigned 
late in 1941 to aweit tho arrivel of a baby doughtere A reluctant evacuees to 
Celifornia, she is happy to be back in the Islands and back in the library field 
in a pert-time position at the University of Hawaii Library.
